2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in page4, line 
12, "hold 33" should be read as -hole 33-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. 112 

3 The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9e rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The addition of the word "type" to an inverted V nose stand extends the scope of 
the eyeglass assembly so as to render the claim indefinite. Ex parte Copenhaver, 109 
USPQ 118 (Bd. App. 1955). 

The limitations in claims 1-9 re indefinite. The structure of the eyeglass assembly 
in claims 1-9 is unclear. The feature "a hole" in claim 1 is undefined clearly. The 
limitations "said pad in opposite hole of said frame having a flange connecting to said 
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hole of frame" (claim 1, lines 7 and 8) are unclear how it connect to each other? The 
remaining claims are dependent upon the above rejected base claim and thus inherit 
the deficiency thereof are indefinite. The limitations in claim 2-9 re indefinite. 

How is the concave connected to infixed flange? The limitations "said connect- 
pillar on both sides of the pad connects the connect-hole on infixed-flange on pad" in 
claim 5 are confusing. The locations of the features "the hole", "at least one insert hole", 
"the groove" are undefined clearly. 

The limitations "said flange of pad includes a flange front end and neck" are un 
clear, the specification described that the lump 34 having front end and neck. 

Claims Rejection Under 35 USC - 102 

4 The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Min (6,793,336). 

Min discloses eyeglass with removable pad comprises a frame 16 having an 
inverted V nose stand and a hole 40, both side of the flame have at least one pillar 54; 
and a pad 12 having a nose stand in opposite to said inverted V nose stand and at least 
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one insert hole 50 connecting to the pillar 54 and said pad having a flange 38 
connecting to the hole 40 of the frame (see figures 1-5 and the related disclosure). 

Claims Rejection Under 35 USC - 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Olney (6,641,263). 

Olney discloses eyeglass with removable pad comprises a frame 10 having an 
inverted V nose stand and a hole, both side of the flame have at least one pillar; 
and a pad having a nose stand in opposite to said inverted V nose stand and at least 
one insert hole connecting to the pillar and said pad having a flange connecting to the 
hole of the frame (see figure 5 and the related disclosure).
